Post about the development of the LONE RANGER. 

THE LONE RANGER 

The Lone Ranger written by Fran Striker and starring Earle Graser 
was one of the most popular programs reaching 20 million people 3 times 
each week over 140 statiom .. The prođuction is owned by John King and 
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George W. Trendle, both from Detroit. John King by 1929 owned over 20 
movie theaters. Trendle started as a lawyer and came to specialize in 
movie Contracts and leases. after joining King in 1929 they sold their 
theaters to Paramount and bought WXYZ, a Columbia outlet. Trendle dif- 
fered with Columbia's policy and removed ‘the station from their hold. 
=lmost immediately he bezan losing money with his independent station. 
iis experience with the public, however, paid off...Trendle used the 
following criteria in developing this program: He realized that the pro- 
zram should use drama arid that the cost of youngsters drama is less 
sxpensive. He then deci‘dea on a western atmosphere rather than crime. 
from here he decided to use a mature actor and that the setting should 
oe of an early setting, Trendle pictured his hero as being a composite 
of all of the good virtues of Robin Hood and Douglas Fairbanks in 
The Mark of Zorro. In December of 1932 he began discussing his ideas 
with his studio staf’, Together they. decided on a white horse. the de- 
cision for the charagfjer's name arose when Trendle saw his hero as a 
3ort of lone operator, maybe even a former Texas ranger. thus the name 
"he Lone Ranger...!heir first radio premium was a replica of the sil- 
ver whoes that the/ white horge wore,..From here Trendle called Strixer, 
a producer who bad never been west of Michigan. His only knowledge came 
from a great uncle wro had served drinks to Mark Twain and “ret Harte 
in Nevada...Striker envisioned the Lone Hanger as being just slightly 
taller than six feet and weighing around 190 porands. The silver shoes 
reminded Striker of a former series in which he had identified Robin 
dood by silver tipped arrows so he gave the Ranger silver bullets ana 
the great horse Silver........HORE NZXT MONTH 


In a recent issue of THE NEW HaVEN REGISTER was a nice article 
about Mary Jane Higby who makes her summer home in Clinton, Conn. One 
amusing excerpt, which apparently doesn't appear in her book Tune in 
Tomorrow follows: 

Miss Higby knows of only one show that went completely "and un- . 
redeemably to hell." It was WHEN A GIRL MARRIES. Trouble began when one 
actor made a slip and the sudsy-weepy dialog that was supposed to have 
been heard built into a snow-balling gag..-the initial mistake was 
followed by a period of silence punctuated by explosive giggles. The 
following is the unrehearsed script, as clearly recalled by Miss Higby: 

"That's too bad," Ann said. (She stared hard at her script but 
strangled on the next line.) Coming so soon after — (Whoops, she was 


off again in laughter) = the house burned down." "That's not the worst," 
Rosemary tittered wildly on.“I'm afraid he'll have another nervous 
breakdown." (They both convulsed at this.) When Jeanette Dowling en- 


tered the scene, she began firmly enough. "Thank goodness, Kathy, I've 
found you. I have dreadful news." But when she heard Rosemary's voice, 
tremulous with merriment, ask "why, Mother, what is it?" she let out 

a roar of laughter. "It's little Sammy," she chortled. "The doctor says 
he won't live through the night.” Disaster piled on disaster, while 
hilarity mounted. In the control booth the director had thrown his 
script in the air and was sagging forward, head on deskp shoulders 
shaking convulsively. the engineer had slumped out of sight...Then came 
Miss Higby's turn bravely. "Irma, I must talk to you." (She caught a 
glimpse of the contorted faces of the cast). "Harry," she wavered. "Har— 
ry-," then with a loud guffaw, "Harry's in jail." Hiss Higby said the 
cast shrieked out woe uvon woe, until each actress came to the ena of 
her part and collapsed with tears streaming down her face and limp 

with laughter...With the ruin of a serial before\‘the poor announcer 
vainly tried to cope with a commercial about chocolate chip cookies... 
The next day the cast learned a new sponsor had been listening to the 
vrogram..To this day Miss Higby said, the cast never heard a word about 
the program from either the agency, sponsor, of the most astonishing- 
thing of all, from the millions of listeners.......

I wish to thank all of you that took the time to write to ne 
after my first article on tape. As I said in the first article, 

I do not consider myself an expert on tape but I have learned 
quite a bit about it in the past several years both due to ny 

own curiosity and due to the research that I have done associated 
with the various brands of tape that my company sells, 


I have decided to expand my article to three parts and in this 
part I shall in answer to many requests run down the various 
brands of the better mown tapes and tell all that I know about 
each one. I shall ty to be as objective as I can and will not 
let the fact that I also sell tape prejudice my opinions ( just 
see SHAMROCK and AUDIO~IIAGNETICS--both of which I sell to see 
that I mean this). 


I cannot list every single brand of tape for the sinple reason 
that there are some brands that are sold only in a small region 
of the country and some brands are “house brands“, A “house 
brand” is simply a tape that a large company buys and has their 
name put on the box and sells it as their “special brand". ALT 
too often this tape is sold as being top quality tape where~as in 
reality most of the tine it is of extremely poor quality, being 
either reject tape, computer tape, reject video tape or in some 
cases reject tape that has been rejected by others as being too 
poor in quality. Some chains will purchase this rejected reject 
»tape and sell it irrregardless. 


If there is a brand of tape that you have seen quite a bit of but 
do not see listed here, you may pretty safely assume that 2E IS 

a "house or private” label, and not a good quality nation-wide 
brand. 


AMPEX is one of the oldest manufacturers in the world. They make 
a complete line of tapes in all sizes and types (reel to reel, 
cassetto and 8 track). They also nenufacture tape in several 
qualities including the new Low Noise tapes. I feel safe in say- 
ing that any reel of the tape that bears the AUPEX name is a good 
buy. Their prices are reasonable but its availability is not, 
Discounting of this brand is rare, 


AUDIO-MAGNETICS is a company that has been nanufacturing tape for 
several years, Until recently, their quality was poor and their 
distribution was not too wide spread, A little less than: a year 
ago they were purchased by the Mattel Toy Company and their dis- 
tribution was increased tremendously, Unfortunately little has 
been done about their quality control as far as I can tell and 
. the quality of their tape goes from one extreme to the other. Their 
prices are very low and their line is fairly oxtensive although 
they do not make 8 track tapes as yet. They do make a Low Noise 
tape which is available both on roci to reel and on cassette. They 
also make a conventional cassette tape as well. I do not recon- 
mend this tape unless price is your prime mover. There is no list 
price for their tape and therefore its price varies widely.

BASF is the oldest manufacturer of magnetic ‘ape in the world, This 
fine German based tape is solè through-out tlae world and is consid- 
ered by many to be one of the two finest tapes nađe in the world 

today, Basically all that I said about AUDIO- TAPE also applies here. 


CAPITOL is for ny money the best tape in usa for? dubbing old radio 
programs on, Its cost although higher then AUDIO-, HAGUSTICS, SHAMROCK 
or CONCERT is much lower than the other well knonm name brands, For 
instance we sell it at 31.85 for an 1800 foot ree of polyesters 
even less in large quantities. Its quality as far @s I an concerned 
is excellent and I can honestly say that I nave nawwer had a bad 
reel. I have used this brand myself for trading purjzoses exclusivo- 
ly for over six months and have had oxcellent results. I have even 
taped material directly off of my Fl: tuner {ooth nuse anc prograns 
and am quite happy with it. This brand is attuelly onmed by AUDIO- 
TAPE and they clain that it is their way of capturing the mediun 
price market, their packaging although sinple is quite attrective 
and I camot say enough about this brand, It is availabe in the 
popular sizes and lengths. They also make cassette and & track tapes 
and they too are excellent. You may have trouble finding this brand 
as not too many places carry it although those thai do setll it oat 
almost as fast as they get it in, 


CONCERT tape is the house brand of the Radio Shack organization and 
its quality ranges from poor down, It is extronely erradic 8s to 
sound quality, oxide shedding, length ( very frequently is sort), 
width and just about any other quality that affects tape. Its price 
is cheap and you get what you pay for. I do not recommend this to 
anyone for any use, Some reels of it are so bad that they can Yuin 
your heads if used much. 


DAK is a brand name which stands for the owner of the company th&t 
sells the tape ¿Drew Allen Kaplan. According to DAK, its tape is 

tape that has been used only once by “a large tape user" and then 
cleaned, demagnetized and repacked for sale at a very inexpensive 
price. It is claimed to be splice-free although I have been told 

by a person that has used it that is does have splices which have . 
been expertly made. I have written to ir, Kaplan asking him for some 
explicit details about his tape but he never answered my letter or 
sent me the samples that I asked for. I cannot in all good conscience 
recommend this tape although I do have an open mind towards it. 


EMERALD is identical to SHAMROCK tape, The only difference is that 
where-as SHAMROCK is distributed by TRISH, EMERALD is distributed 
by the AMPEX division of the AMPEX company. See TRISH for more 
details. j
